The week-end provided an opportunity for a digest of the impli- 
cations of the newly-formed Konoye Cabinet. However, the watch- 
falness jointly maintained by London and Washington remained un- 
relaxed. Meanwhile, British defences in Malaya are being reinforced 


and the U8. Flect is maintained 
aganst eventualities, 

There is firm belief in London 
that the new Japanese Cubinét 
would not necessarily entail a 
significant change in Japan’s basic 
foreogn policy already fixed, 
which belief seems to have been 
confirmed by the statements made 
by Konoye and the new Foreign 
Minister Admiral Toyoda. “London, 
however, took note of Konoye’s 
determination to carry out Japan’s 
decided policy “boldly and swift- 
ly.” 

London circles pointed out tha: 
serious trouble is definitely brew- 
ing. Therefore, the situation is 
calling for keen vigilance and pre- 
Paredness against eventualitles. 

Nowhere, however, ts there the 
laintest suggestion or talk of ap- 
peasement. The reason for this is 
propably found in the views on 
the Composition of the new 
Konoye Cabinet. It is generally 
understood that its ecmposition 
indicates an attempt at g com- 
promise between the liberal and 
extremist factions in Japan.

Nice &_GENERAL 
MALAYA’S FISHING 


INDUSTRY | 
GROWING © FAST 


BY J. P. RAJASOORIA 


The increased use of ice by Malayan fishermen has resulted 
in abundant supplies of fresh fish reaching the local markets in 


recent months. 


. Where fresh fish caught in distant fishing grounds. and fish 
landed at ont of the way places were previously salted or boiled, 
a larger percentage ‘of fish is now being iced, following constant 
Propaganda by the Fisheries Ne»artment among Malay and Chi- 


nese fishermen. 


In spite of ‘the fact that ever 
since the outbreak of war local 
fishermen have had to face addi- 
tional hardships, sufficient fish ty 
available in Malaya, more than 
90,000 tons being landed annually. 
and the public are able to buy fish 
at falr prices. 

This happy position in the fish 
ing industry exists although fish- 
ing flelds are restricted owing to 
certain areas being prohibited for 
fishing. 

The cost of ijabour has increased, 
the price of nets has gone up by 
300 per cent., the cost of ice is al- 
most double, rope timber and 
other fishing accessories have gone 


,Up in price, yet the rise in cost of 


fish Is nof very much. 


NORMALLY IN-SHORE 

For the first time in their his- 
tory Malay fishermen are ventur- 
ing out from the in-shore fishing 
grounds to grounds further afield. 
Elghteen Malay fishermen from 
the Tanah Merah fishing school 
worked in teams frum a parent 
vessel off the Burma coast. 

Normally the Malays confine 
their fishing to in-shore, the Chi- 
nese to local off-shore and the 
Japanese in fields hundreds of 
Miley away 

At the end of 1938 there were 
13,763 Malays, 19,511 Chinese 1,083 
Japanese and 915 Indians empl y- 
ed in the fishing industry. 

The number of Japanese fisher . 
men has decreased. They are effi. 
elent, fishermen using powered ves 
sels and odd equipment. They 
employ divers to drive fish into 
the nets and all the fish they 
catch are sold in Singapore, 

Malay fishermen are distributed 
throughout the country but they 
predomindte on the East Coast 
where ‘the best fishing lgrounds 
are to be found. “ae 

MEET THE FLEET. 

There are only a few Chinese 
fisherman working on the East 
Coast, but a large number work 
in other parts of the country. 

At Malacca is based a large 
fleet of Chinese drift netters, They 
work in the Straits of Malacca 
as far as the coast of Sumatra, 
and an even larger fleet is based 
on Pulo Kitam, Selangor. 

Up to a few months ago the fish 
caught by these drift netters was 
elther saltéd or dried, but now a 
fleet of fish “carriers” meet the 
matin fleet out at sea and much of 
the catch is immediate. by leed and 
sold fregh. 

Malayan mackerel (kembong) is 
now being canned at a factory in 
Penang and the cannel product ts 
already on the market, Mackerel 
fishing at Pangkor, Dindings, ,has 
developed to a great degree, about 
40 powered boats being employed 
in the industry.

There are 18 Malays at the 
schoo] drawn from various fishing 
districts 1n Malaya They are 
taught long line drift net fishing, 
to undertake long voyages in 
Search of fresh flelds and naviga- 
tion, 

They work in teams from a 
parent vessel belonging to the 
Fisheries Department. They have 
gone as far as the Burma coast 
and brought back their catch 
packed in ice. 

The powered parent vessel car- 
Ties a number of rowing boats to 
be used by the teams once the 
fishing ground 
from these units that the actual 
fishing 1s carried on. 

The methods employed by the 
Newfoundland fishermen are being 
taught to the Malays The au- 
thorities hope that when they re- 
turn to thelr kampongs they will 
be able to maintain a Hving and 
teach other fishermen the methods 
they learned at the school. 

It 1s hoped that in time the 
Malay fishermen will exploit fish- 
ing grounds. further afield, but it 
{s realised that the Government 
may have to provide parent vessels 
if distant fishing grounds are to 
be worked. 

Quicker methods of delivery 
have helped local fishermen. 
Shortage of fish in one area Is 
made up by rushing fish by road 
from another area where supplies 
are abundant, 

Fish is being brought from 
Kuantan to Perak and Selangor 
and the opening of the Endat- 
Mersing Road has led to quicker
